From the short period that has elapsed since I 


came into office, it will not be expected, that [ can 
give youmech information, that will aid you in 
performing your l-aisiaive duties, 

Selected from every part of the strte, 
sessing a knowledze of the feelings, the wishes 
and wants of the community, it will be for you, 
gentlemen, to adopt and enact such measures, as 
will contribute most to alleviate distress,to prevent 
useless and impolitic sacrificrs of property on the 
one hand, whilst yon steadily keep in view jostice 
ard the general policy of the state on the other. 

[t will be admitted by all, that the people of this 
state fvel, at this time, a severe and unparalleled 
pressure in their monied transactions. ‘To relieve 
them, 19 some measure it, Etrust, the wish of all. 
Different views will be entertained as to the best 
means of effecting so desir: ble an object by mem- 
bers from different parts of the state. A succes- 
ful termination can only be hoped for, from cuovt, 
dispassionate deliberation and scund reason. A 
high exercise of charity and mutual forbearance 
tewards the opinions of each other, will be found 
test useful in all deliberate bodies, and will most 
eff etuslly lezd toa favourable termination ef your 
@rducus duties. 

Whilst we feel and lament the difficulties we 
Jabour under in our monied state transactions, we

the difficulty of precuring teachers well qualified 
to dike charge of tbe schools, or from both causes, 
is Dot now matesial toerquice. Both these dif- 
ficulties may be obviated, by turning your atten. 
von at this time tu our University, the great head 
or fountain frem which steams will flow to ferti- 
liz and improve the human mind in every section | 
of the state. By aiding our University, by put- 
ting it in its power to becom- useful in every de- 
partment of science which it is prepared to teach, 
you will promote the real interest of the commu. 
nity at home, and give dignity aud w. ight of char- 
acter to the state abroad. Thus we may reason 
abiy hope, in afew years, to see our primar 
schools, furnished with well qualified teachers, 
raised snd educated among ourselves, possessing 
che morals, manners, and habits of our country. — 
Such men too, frem their connec'ions to the state, 
will have a weight of character to support, not al- 
Ways attached to itinerants. 
Permit me, gentlemen, to call your attention 
likewise, to the present mude of supporting luna- 
tics and wifier persons of unseoun:! mind, through- 
out the state.
